To either of the Constables of the Town of Franklin in the County 
of Norfolk. Greetings: 


You are hereby required in the name of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts to notify and warn the qualified voters of the said Town 
of Franklin to assemble in the High School on Tuesday, the ninth day 
of February, A. D. 1954, it being the second Tuesday of February at 
six o’clock in the forenoon and remain in session until seven o’clock 
in the evening then and there to act on the following articles, viz: 


Article 1. To choose by ballot the following Town Officers, viz: 
A Moderator, A Town Treasurer, A Town Auditor, A Collector of 
Taxes, Three Constables, Two members of the Board of Selectmen, 
Two members of the Board of Public Welfare all for a term of one 
year; One member of the Board of Assessors, One member of the Board 
of Water and Sewer Commissioners, One member of the School Com- 
mittee, One member of the Board of Health, a Tree Warden, One mem- 
ber of the Planning Board (to fill an unexpired term) all for the term 
of three years; One member of the Planning Board, One member of 
the Housing Authority, both for the term of five years. 


Also upon the same ballot to vote on the following question: 


Question: Shall sections sixty-nine C to sixty-nine F, inclusive, 
of Chapter 41 of the General Laws, providing for the establishment of 
a Board of Public Works exercising the powers of certain other de- 
partments and town officers be accepted? 


Article 2. To choose all other necessary Town Officers, 


Article 3. To hear a report of the Town Officers and Committees 
and act thereon. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Town 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to berrow money, from

son shall erect or maintain a billboard, sign or other advertising device 
within three hundred feet of any public way and within public view 
from any portion of such way, if such billboard, sign or other advertis- 
ing device exceeds five feet in height or eight feet in length.

Article 84. To see if the Town will vote to charge three percent 
(36°) per annum of the cost of installation and extension for a period 
of 15 years to all takers who apply for water or sewer extensions, 
and that the Water and Sewer Commissioners be authorized to enter 
into contracts with such takers whereby such takers shall guarantee 
the payment of such a sum for said pericd of 15 years and also that 
all persons wishing to connect onto these extensions within the 15 
year period be obliged to pay a proportionate part of the original 
cost of the extension as determined by the Water and Sewer Com- 
missioners to be fair and just, for the remaining years of this 15 
year period, and enter into contract with the Water and Sewer Com- 
missioners before any connection is made, that all the contracts be 
signed and in the hands of the Water and Sewer Commissioners before 
any pipe is bought or any money expended on any extension; the pipe 
must be at least 6” in diameter and the agreement signed by the 
parties involved to be recorded in Dedham as a lien on the property. 
(By Petition).

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF FIRE ENGINEERS 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The fire department responded to 26 regular box calls and 3 false 
alarms. Also we responded to 44 calls for small oil burner fires and 
resuscitator calls from doctors on emergency. 


The Fire Alarm system was extended to ‘he corner of Dean and 
Pleasant Streets where a new box, No. 153, was installed. We hope 
to install another box this year on Maple Street. 


The repairs to the fire station were minor ones. The main floor 
was painted, and the rear ramp was improved to make room for the 
new ambulance. 


In a separate article we are asking for a new fire pump. We 
would like to replace the truck which has been in service since 1924 
and has now reached the point where it is not safe to operate it on 
the highways. | 


The Town of Franklin now demands more regular time from its 
Fire Chief. Due to the many /aws enacted by the Massachusetts State 
Legislature, the responsibilities imposed upon the State Fire Marshal 
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calls for fire reports, oil burner inspections, blasting permits, inspec- 
tions where a fire hazard is reported. and fire alarm work. In addition 
to all this work are the ambulance calls and civil service requirements 
to be met. The increased amount of time and work is something that 
will have to be taken care of in the near future. 


We are asking for an increase in wages for all members of the 
fire department, This is the first time in many years that this de- 
partment has asked for a general increase. 

For the year 1954 we recommend $26,136.

Thirty-five needy veterans and their dependents were aided fi- 
nancially during the past year.

Following is the report of the Playground Committee for the year 
1953: 


Fletcher Field was again the mecca for young people of the com- 
munity during the summer months where various out door sports 
were held. Baseball, softball and tennis were enjoyed not only by the 
youth but also by many adults. 


Two new diamonds were constructed during the year, one for 
the Little League baseball program and the other for softball. Two 
chain link backstops were erected for these new diamonds and a snow 
fence was also purchased and installed around the Little League out- 
field to meet the requirements of that program, 


A scoreboard for the Little League diamond was donated by 
Garelick Brothers Farms and a flagpole for the Little League field 
was donated by Joseph Daddario. To add to the seating capacity for 
the Little League games bleachers were loaned by Dean Academy. 


The grass cutting problem was solved with the purchase of new 
gangmowers and a second hand truck which was cut down to a home 
made tractor. This worked out satisfactorily and where in the past it 
took one man almost the entire week to cut the large field the new 
equipment made it possible to cut the whole field in one day. A home 
made trailer was also purchased to carry material about the field. 


The committee did not see fit to conduct a recreation program 
during the summer as it had hoped to tie in Fletcher Field and the 
area behind the high school building into a program which would 
benefit children of all sections of the town. As the resurfacing job 
at the high school was not completed in time, it was decided not to 
attempt a recreation program. 


However, the committee is hopeful of inaugurating a new recrea- 
tion program in 1954 with an adequate staff which would provide 
activity for all youngsters in the community for an eight week period 
during the summer months, 


The committee would like to express its appreciation to Henry 
Chelotti, caretaker, for the fine service he rendered during the year 
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and also to Albert Ficco and Arthur Bullukian for loaning the use of 
their tractor and jeep respectively to tow the new mowers before our 
own tractor was available.

December 31, 1953 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Housing Authority is pleased to submit the following report 
of the year 1953. 


The project consisting of 28 apartments has been fully occupied 
during the year, six veterans moved from the project for various 
reasons and these were quickly replaced by other veterans in need 
of housing. There are 56 adults and 70 children or a total of 126 
living at the project at the present time, the average rent is $37.50 per 
month, the highest being $50.00 and the lowest $23.50. The rents are 
based on the size of the family and the amount of earnings. 


The project has been in operation for 44 months and at the present 
time, we do not have a single tenant in arrears for their rent. We think 
this is quite remarkable considering that we have 28 tenants. 


We are in good financial condition and expect to paint the outside 
of some of the structures in the spring. 


The Town of Franklin will receive $1,008.00 in lieu of taxes each 
year which is an increase of approximately $400.00. 


During the past few months we have made a survey as to the 
need for more housing in the Town and after consideration we do not 
believe there is any great need at the present time.

TRAFFIC 


The traffic problem keeps increasing every year. There were ap- 
proximately four thousand (4,000) motor vehicles registered in the 
Town of Franklin in 1953, We have approximately one hundred and 
ninety (190) parking spaces in our business district and about one 
hundred and seventy-five (175) more behind stores, etc. which total 
approximately three hundred and sixty-five (365) parking spaces. 
It is quite simple to see why there are very few parking spaces during 
the day. This department does it’s best to enforce the one (1) hour 
parking law. I recommend that parking meters are the only solution 
and that any revenue obtained from the meters be used to buy off 
street parking lots.

The Junior Traffic Corps under the direction of Officer Walter F. 
Carr Jr. has done an excellent job. Officer Carr has devoted many 
hours of his own time to the Corps, and has done an excellent job. 
I appointed Officer Carr Safety Officer for 1954. He will meet with 
the Mass.

Our Cruiser has traveled 27,000 miles to date. By May 1, 1954 it is 
fair to assume that the cruiser will have traveled approximately 
40,000 miles, I believe that it is good economy to trade cars every 
year and do so recommend.

Our radio equipment is in good condition.

REPORT OF THE CIVIL DEFENSE DEPARTMENT 


Early in 1953, the Board of Selectmen appointed Mr. Thomas C. 
Pond as Civil Defense Director of Franklin. Later Mr. Arthur Pellegri, 
Police Chief, was appointed Deputy Civil Defense Director. 


More people should ask this question: “If disaster were to hit 
Franklin, what plans have we to rescue the injured and prevent further 
casualties?” 


Our first job is to control panic, to keep people off the streets so 
rescue units, ambulances and fire fighters can move. This is the job 
of both the regular and auxiliary police. 
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The second job is to care for the living who require emergency 
lodging, feeding, clothing and evacuation, This is the job of the Wel- 
fare Department. 


We have no local rescue units. If we were hit by disaster tomorrow, 
your auxiliary police would start rescue operations by ordering and 
directing any citizen to perform rescue work until organized rescue 
teams from other towns arrived here. 


The auxiliary police is made up of some sixty men who meet once 
a week and receive instruction in police work, They receive no pay. 
In the event of a disaster, their contribution to your security may be 
very great. They are organized and directed by Mr. William Ellis, 
Chief, and Mr. Harold Gilbert, Deputy Chief, and group captains 
Joseph Borruso, Charles Ristaino, Thomas Conley, John Raney and 
Charles Lavanaway. 


The Board of Welfare have done an excellent job of organizing to 
take care of emergency lodging, feeding, clothing, registration, financial 
assistance and evacuation as follows: 

Registration and Inquiry—Mr. William Feeley, Chairman 

Food Committee—Mr. William O’Neil, Co-Chairman 

Emergency Housing—Mr. Ernest Wood, Chairman 

Emergency Clothing—Mr. Lewis J. Cataldo, Chairman 

Financial Assistance—Miss Santina Cataldo, Chairman 

Rehabilitation—Miss Marjorie Gregoire, Chairman 

In case of an actual emergency the Welfare Department is pre- 


pared to take care of evacuees, A total of 1500 people can be fed at once 
~with the facilities they have surveyed. 


For congregate care, the State has surveyed all available space in 
the town and have found cot and bed space for twenty-seven hundred 
people in addition to ourselves. 


On May 27, 1953, a red alert was held in which the townspeople 
cooperated most fully. 


In June 1953, some 1800 residents of Franklin were blood typed and 
‘issued identification cards. 


First Aid Supplies, valued at $2,500.00 have been stored at the 
Fire Station. These supplies are the property of the Government but 
“may be used in an emergency. 
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Funds were obtained from Governor Herter’s Central Massachu- 
setts Disaster Relief Committee,-Inc, to provide emergency clothing, 
food and household necessities for two Franklin residents whose homes 
were destroyed by the June 1953 tornado; also some $1,090.00 to rebuild 
a cow barn, Emergency housing in the form of trailers was also ob- 
tained for both these families. 


In the event of disaster, Civil Defense Headquarters will be at the 
Police Station, where if all other forms of communications fail, we can 
maintain radio contact with the State Police via the Natick Police. 


To assist the police to maintain radio communication within the 
town Mr. John Yadisernia has offered the use of the two-way radios. 
installed in all the cars of the Franklin Town Taxi Co.

BOARD OF HEALTH ANNUAL REPORT FOR 1953 


The number of diseases reported the past year has showed a 
decided drop in numbers; outside the Whopping Cough, epidemic 
shortly after schools closed, there has not been an epidemic of any 
kind. Occasional cases of Scarlet Fever were reported in recent 
months. Chapter 111, Section 109, of the General Laws makes it man- 
datory upon householders as well as upon physicians to report certain 
diseases, unless a physician is in attendance. The number of cases: 
reported were 41 as follows: Chickenpox 2; Dog Bites 23; Non Paralytic 
Poliomyelitis 1; Scarlet Fever 8; Syphilis 3; Mumps 2; Measles 1. 


Causes of death were given as Heart and Circulatory 40; Carci-. 
noma 9; Senility 3; Broncho Pneumonia 4; Pulmonary Edema 1; Vio-. 
lent 1; accidental 2; asphyxiation 2. Burial permits issued 62. 


The following licenses were issued: Undertakers 4; Milk 29; Pas- 
teurization 3; Anti-Freeze 19; Over Night Camps 3; Hen Slaughtering 
2; Sausage Manufacturing 1; Kindergarten 1. 


The regular monthly Tuberculosis Clinics were twice postpone: 
due to the exceptionally late season of Poliomyelitis and were not. 
started until December 16th. 


The law which became effective Jan. 1, 1954, requiring the cooking: 
of all garbage fed to swine makes it necessary to request a larger ap— 
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propriation for the coming year as any collector will have to spend a 
large amount for cooking equipment and each new house requires 75 
more calls each year and routes have been extended and we feel people 
want service more than saving a few dollars. 


The Board of Health endorses the request of the Selectmen for 
an increase in the appropriation for Chlorination equipment at the 
Swimming Pool to lessen the possibility of infection to bathers by 
pathogenic germs. The town adds from 400,000 to a million gallons 
of water each summer to the pool from town supply to supplement the 
supply from the brooks which in a hot dry summer is far from ade- 
quate flow into the pool with a capacity of from 800,000 to a million 
gallons of water with the load cf bathers which use the pool; further- 
more chlorination is necessary to counteract the subsequent pollution, 
and is the accepted method recommended by the American Public 
Health Association. 


Hospitalization the past year has been at a minimum with patients 
at the Norfolk County Hospital dropping from four to one during 
the year. 


Franklin was fortunate to be selected as one of the thirty-five dis- 
tributing stations to be supplied with Immuner Serum Globulin to be 
used in Poliomyelitis out of over 200 stations. Franklin had but one 
case which was non-paralytic but supplied many larger places, many 
coming from quite a distance. 


The recent interest in preventing home accidents is endorsed and 
residents are urged to take all possible precautions. 


The new Union Health law has been greatly improved and de- 
serves further study. 


Recently a petition for improvement of sewage and surface water 
was received from residents of Oak St. and the Board saw fit to de- 
clare an emergency and through the cooperation of the Selectmen a 
drain was laid to care for the surface water but to extend the drain 
another 200 feet easements from the property owners must be secured. 


A special Town Meeting is to be held January 8th to consider the 
extension of the sewage system to care for the condition. 


Reimbursement from the state for an unsettled case amounted to 
$687.22 and subsidy $1,159.29.

Pursuant to vote of the town at a special town meeting Aug. 18, 
1953, the Franklin Rent Control Board was appointed by the Board 
of Selectmen Aug. 25, 1953. 


The first organizational meeting was held Sept. 2, 1953. On Sept. 
15, 1953, the entire Board conferred with the State Rent Coordinator 
for instruction in interpretation and administration of the Rent Con- 
trol Act. At that time the records of the Federal Government relative 
to rent control in Franklin were turned over to the local board for ref- 
erence. 


Through the courtesy of the Board of Selectmen, meetings were 
held weekly in the Selectmen’s offices. The number of cases presented 
to the Board have been nominal and all pending applications have been 
acted on as of the close of the year. 


A brief summary of cases presented to the Board and action taken. 
are as follows:

Your Board of Selectmen held an organizational meeting on the 
Tuesday following the annual town election at which meeting Harry 
W. Vozella was again elected chairman and Laura Cataldo, executive 
secretary to the Board. The Board voted to continue its policy of 
supervising departments under its jurisdiction as an entire Board, 
rather than assigning departments to the individual members, in an 
endeavor to attain greater and more efficient supervision. 


Further appointments made by the Board were: Charles Robinson 
as highway superintendent; Harry J. Webb as town counsel; Walter 
Mitchell as town broker of records; Connor J. Pond, John F. Cataldo 
and Frank Bent as fire engineers. 


Our Town, and particularly your Board, suffered a great loss due 
to the resignation of Laura Cataldo after twenty-two years of faithful 
and efficient service. We were fortunate in obtaining the services of 
Mrs. Ruth Chism to fill this vacancy. 


In addition to the many routine and usual matters with which the 
Board is confronted each year, which cannot be enumerated here be- 
cause space does not permit, following are some of the “out of ordinary” 
matters handled by your Board: 


A new ambulance was purchased, which has proven to be a tre- 
mendous boon to our Town.

COMMISSIONERS 
For the Year Ending December 31, 1953 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Collection of Water Bills 


The present system of payment of water bills at the pumping |) 
station during the week and at the Town Hall on Friday of each week 
has proved to be inefficient for the department and inconvenient for | 
the consumer. 


To remedy this situation and to make possible the payment of | 
all bills rendered by any town department at the Town Hall, we rec-) 
ommend the adoption of Section 38A of Chapter 41 of the General | 
Laws. | 


The adoption of this section would provide for a Town Collector | 
in place of a tax collector wh» would be responsible for the collec- 
tion of all accounts due the town. 


Water Supply 


The consumption of water has steadily increased since the installa- 
tion of our last gravel packed well in 1946 as indicated by the follow-_ 
ing table:

During the summer months when the demand reaches its peak, 
the pumps have had to be in operation 24 hours a day for several | 
weeks at a stretch, which puts considerable strain on the well as well | 
as the pumps. a

The pumping costs are also increased because of the necessity for — | 
keeping a pump operator on duty. 


During the periods of highcst demand when it has been necessary | 
to place our largest pump in operation, considerable quantities of rust _ 
have been circulated through the system, causing damage, inconve- | 
nience, and waste of water. 
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i The increased domestic use of water for automatic washers, dis- 
! dosals, air conditioning systeras, dish washing equipment, and other 
lauses around the home mean that a new supply must be found. 


The need for water to supply our present industries as well as 
jco attract new ones is great, and indicates that we must increase our 


\supply and pumping capacity. 


| We believe that a new well together with a pump and pumphouse 
\should be constructed, entirely independent of our present station, to 
)supply water directly into the water mains. 

! This would increase our supply, but above all, would increase our 
pumping capacity, it would lower our pumping costs, and should elim- 
‘inate the rusty water situation. 


| The first step is to locate a well which will have the desired ca- 
)pacity and meet the State’s specifications for quality. 


We recommend that the sum of $8,000.00 be voted for the purpose 
-of driving several test and observation wells to locate a site which will 
satisfy our requirements. 


Water Extensions 


Experience of the past has indicated that a sum of money should 
jibe made available to the department for the express purpose of in- 
l:stalling minor extensions not exceeding 300 feet in length. 


| Also experience has taught us that many short extensions of 2-inch 
||pipe or less should be replaced from time to time. 


| We recommend that the sum of $1,200.00 be allocated for these 
minor extensions or replacements, none of which would exceed 300 
ii feet. 


| For some time we have been concerned with extensions recom- 
| mended by the Fire Underwriters to alleviate hazardous weaknesses 
| in our system of water mains. 


During the year we met with the Fire Chief to study the danger 
| spots in the supply system. 


. We engaged the firm of Whitman & Howard, Engineers, to make 
| a complete study of our existing mains, the location of valves and 
| hydrants, and to supply us with a map showing this information. 
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We also requested and received from them a report on extension ; 
they recommended, which closely followed those of the Fire Chief and 


Fire Underwriters. 


In order that the Townspeople can become acquainted with this 
problem, the report in part is included herein: | 


“We have prepared a plan of your water system based on avail-_ 
able record information together with some verification in the field. 
On this plan is shown the sizes of the water mains and general location | 
of all main valves and hydrants. We suggest that the original of this” 
plan be kept up to date by adding to it as water mains are extended 
and hydrants and valves relocated, | 


“We have studied the water distribution system of the Town and/| 
believe it should be strengthened by installing new mains in certain | 
streets and by eliminating several dead ends, thus providing increased | 
fire flows. 


“In order to improve conditions throughout the Town, we recom- | 
mend that the distribution system be increased as follows: | 


1. Extend 8-inch pipe in Grove Street to connect with 8-inch pipe | 
in Washington Street. | 


NOTE: This extension will eliminate a dead end in Grove 
Street and will also provide an additional crossing under the 
railroad for increased protection to the southeasterly portion 
of the Town. 


2. Lay 8-inch pipe in Partridge Street between Pond Street 
and Maple Street. 


NOTE: This connection will provide a loop around Maple, 
Pond and Oak Streets and will also benefit the upper end of 
Pond Street. 


3. Lay 8-inch pipe in Short Street between Brook Street and 
Miller Street and lay 8-inch pipe in Miller Street from Short Street 
to end of existing pipe near Pleasant Street. 


4. Lay 8-inch pipe in Dean Sireet between Pleasant Street and 
Dean Avenue. 


NOTE: This connection will furnish necessary increased 
protection to the large industrial buildings along Dean Street. 


5. Extend 10-inch pipe in Pleasant Street from Miller Street to 
Norfolk Town line. 


NOTE: This extension will provide water supply and fire 
protection to several homes and will also enable a connection 
to be made to water pipes in the Town of Norfolk when desired. 
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This extension is also part of a program to benefit the south- 
easterly portion of the town on the opposite side of the rail- 
road. At present, most of the streets in this area have only 
6-inch water pipes. This includes Chestnut Street, East Cen- 
tral Street, Summer Street, Peck Street, portion of King Street, 
and many others. In the future it is contemplated that a 10- 
inch pipe will be laid from the Pleasant Street extension re- 
ferred to above and connected to the existing pipe in Chest- 
nut Street. This latter 10-inch pipe will be further extended 
as the area in the vicinity of Jordan Street, East Central Street, 
and Chestnut Street becomes developed. 


6. Lay 8-inch pipe in Depot Street from Main Street towards 
the depot. 


NOTE: At the present time there is only a 4-inch pipe 
leading into this congested area. An 8-inch line will not only 
furnish additional fire protection along Depot Street but will 
also be available in case of fire on the opposite side of the 
railroad tracks. 


“In the future it will also be advisable to extend the 8-inch 
pipe in Washington Street to connect with King Street. 


“The total cost of the above six estimates amounts to $75,000. 


‘“‘We have also considered the matter of water supply for the Town 
of Franklin and believe it advisable for the Town to undertake suffi- 
cient investigation, exploration and testing to determine how its water 
supply may be increased. Consumption of water by the Town is in- 
creasing rapidly, about 185,000,000 gallons being pumped in 1950 and 
an estimated amount of 222,009,000 gallons pumped in 1953, an in- 
crease of 20 per cent. Although it may be possible to obtain sufficient 
additional water from the area in the rear of the pumping station, the 
iron content in the water may be too high for domestic use without 
treatment. 


“We recommend that wells be driven first in the present well field 
and, if satisfactory in quality, a pumping test be run to determine the 
yield of this supply. However, if sufficient water of good quality can- 
not be found in this area, other wells should be driven in favorable 
locations within the Town. We further recommend that the sum of 
Eight Thousand Dollars ($8,000) be appropriated for this purpose. Such 
an amount will allow for driving test wells at several locations, if 
necessary, running a pumping test of at least 7 days duration, obtain- 
ing samples for quality analysis, and for engineering supervision and 
report. ‘The well testing will, of course, be done on a unit price basis 
so that it will not be necessary to spend the entire amount in case 
a proper and sufficient water supply is readily found.” 


Certain streets such as Partridge, Short, and Grove, which are in- 
cluded in the extension program are gravel or dirt roads and should be 
supplied with water before they are paved, which would result in 
savings of several thousand dollars. 
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We would like to stress the importance of completing these loops. 


In the north end of town over nine miles of main are entirely 
dependent for supply of water through a rust-encrusted 6-inch main. 


Two of our oldest and most important industries at the end of 
Dean Avenue are inadequately protected. 


We strongly recommend the adoption of the program to complete 
these major water extensions. 


We believe, after a careful study of our water rate structure, that 
this project and the expense involved in the construction of a new 
well, pump, and the pumphouse could be financed by increasing the 
minimum rate for water by $2.00 or $3.00. 


Water Rate 


The present minimum water rate of $5.00 for 1800 cubic feet of 
water for each six months period has been in effect since 1924. 


Although the costs of all other utilities have increased many 
times during the last 30 years, our present water rates have remained 
the same. 


In accordance with the provisions of the statutes, a rate may 
be fixed by the commissioners which will raise sufficient revenue to 
meet the annual operating expenses, and pay for all extensions and 
improvements to the water supply system. 


This year we had an audit made of all expenses and revenue of 
the water department since 1924. 


This audit, which because of its value we incorporate in this re- 
port, shows that the total revenue received in the 29-year period has 
paid all of the annual operating costs, but only about one-third of the 
total costs of the various extensions. 


We believe that it would be possible to increase the revenue re- 
ceived annually from water by about $4,000.00 for each $1.00 increase 
in the minimum rate. 


If it were decided to increase the quantity of water allowed for 
this minimum from 1800 cubic feet to 2000 cubic feet, then for each 
$1.00 increase the anticipated additional revenue would be about 
$3,000.00. 
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Thus it can be seen that an increase of between $2.00 and $3.00 to 
the present minimum rate should provide sufficient additional revenue 
to completely finance the proposed major extension program and the 
well construction project. 


The rate thus established and continued over a period of years 
would relieve the taxpayers from the burden of this and possible fu- 
ture water extension costs.

WATER EXTENSIONS 


The water main was extended 400 feet on Brook Street, and 1200 | 
feet on Miller Street. Two services were made on Miller Street, and | 
two more will be made the first thing in the spring. 


Another small extension was put in by the department on Lincoln | 
Street. This amounted to 200 feet. Also, 200 feet of 6-inch main were | 
laid on the Highland Village development. This was paid for by the 
developer. 


There was a total of 53 new services this year, and two renewals. | 


There were seven hydrants broken off and replaced this year. A 
program should be started to replace the old Holyoke hydrants with 
the new Kennedys which the department has made standard. The 
Holyoke Hydrants are obsolete, and parts are unavailable.

Although we had a very hot and seemingly dry year, the rainfall 
was fifteen inches above normal. 


PUMPING STATION 


This fall the Worcester County Electric Company changed their 
power lines from 2300 volts to 4150 volts. This meant that a bank 
of transformers would be placed on the ground. The Power Com- 
pany recommended that all the power coming into the station should 
be one voltage for safety reasons. The Board followed the power com- 
pany’s advice. All the costs for the change-over were borne by the 
power company, with the exception of the costs of rewinding of the 
motor on the pump, which amounted to $450.00. 


We recommend that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of 
$47,579.00 for the operation of the Water Department and the salaries 
of the Water Commissioners. 


SEWER REPORT 


Sewage Treatment 


The most pressing problem of sewage treatment is caused by 
the excessive amount of infiltration into the system. 


The chart of sewage flow shows some improvement over last 
year’s results because of repairs to the manholes at Fletcher Field, 
where large quantities of surface water found their way into the sys- 
tem. 


Engineers have now advised us, after studying the flowage charts 
for this year, that in their opinion, a serious break or breaks in the 
system are causing a damaging amount of infiltration during those pe- 
riods of high ground water. 
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We must locate these leakage points or enlarge our treatment 
plant or do both, but we cannot recommend action until after a com- 
plete technical study of the treatment operation and improvements to 
the sewerage sysem. 


We are also faced with the problem of extending the mains in the 
north part of the town in the areas well built up and continuing to 
grow. 


We recommend that the sum of $5,000.00 be raised to make a com- 
plete study of the areas in the north section of town likely to need 
sewerage facilities in the near future, and to make an exhaustive study 
of the sewage treatment plant and improvements to eliminate the ex- 
cessive infiltration, 


This study will include cost estimates of improving the system as 
well as the cost of any proposed extensions in the north end of the 
town. 


New Services 


Eight new sewer services were installed by the department this. 
year. 


Ejector and Pumping Stations 


The East Central Street ejector station has been a source of trouble 
again this year. The 2 horse-power motor burned out, and we were 
advised to replace this with a 3 horse-power motor. Also, the heaters 
in both stations were put in running condition. Our power costs have 
gone up considerably since these have been running, but by heating 
the stations moisture is eliminated and we have less trouble. 


The Milliken Avenue station has been running satisfactorily this 
year, with the exception of the control box burning out again. 


Treatment Plant 


One of the distributors on the trickling filters was taken down,,. 
cleaned, and painted, and the bearings were checked. They were in 
good condition. The other distributor will be done this spring. 


One of the sludge beds was rebuilt completely, and two others: 
were resurfaced with sand in the fall. Sludge has been dumped on 
two of these beds, and it has made quite a difference in the operation 
of the trickling filters. The nozzles had to be cleaned by hand three 
or four times a day, and solids were getting on the beds and causing 
them to pond; but now that we are able to dump sludge, the nozzles. 
have to be cleaned only once a day. 
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A total of 197,703,200 gallons of sewage passed through the plant. 
But in checking the flow meter this fall, we found the meter was read- 
ing 35 per cent low. When the accuracy of the meter failed it was un- 
known to us. The repairman said that the inaccuracy of the meter 
was caused by high flows. 


We recommend that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of 
$15,957.00 for the operation of the Water Department and the salaries 
of the Sewer Commissioners.

chapter sixty A, as determined thereunder, shall be used in de- 
termining the valuation of taxable property for the purposes of 
this section. All authorized debts, except those expressly author- 
ized by law to be incurred outside the debt limit, shall be reck- 
oned in determining its limit of indebtedness under this section.”

Voted that the meeting proceed to vote and elect 
officers under Article 1 of the warrant. 


The ballot box provided by the Secretary of the Commonwealth 
used at the election was publicly opened, shown to be empty, ex- 
amined by the Moderator and Town Clerk and found to be empty, 
the register thereon was set at 000, locked and the polls were declared 
open. 


When the ballots were delivered to the voters by the ballot 
clerks, the check list was used, the name of each voter receiving a 
ballot was announced and checked thereon by the ballot clerks; the 
voter so receiving his or her ballot marked the same at the marking © 
shelf or compartment, and then before depositing his ballot in the 
ballot box gave his name to a checker using a check list who after 
checking the name from the check list announced the name of such 
voter and thereafter the voter deposited his ballot in the ballot box, as 
directed by the Moderator, the name of each voter being announced 
in a loud and distinct tone of voice.

5. Monuments—Granite monuments four (4) feet in length, 
dressed to six (6) inches at the top with a % inch drill hole in the 
center, and not less than six (6) inches square, at the bottom shall be set 
to finish grade as follows: Granite Monuments, at all points of curvature, 
and changes in directions of street lines, or where designated by the 
Selectmen. 


6. Curbing—All curves having a radius of sixty (60) feet less at 
the streetline, and a central angle of forty-five degrees (45°) or more, 
shall have the gutter line curbed with circular granite curbing, or 
concrete bituminous berm cut to fit the curve. Where grades are in 
excess of four (4) per cent, curbing shall be placed as directed by 
Selectmen, on both sides of the street, except on curves which are 
super-elevated, and then only on the lower side. All curbing shall be 
5” and not less than 5’ in length, approved by the Selectmen or their 
authorized agent. , 


7. Gravel Base and Surfacing—Before the gravel is spread, the 
roadbed shall be shaped to a true surface, conforming to the proposed 
cross-section of the road, and no gravel shall be spread until this 
subgrade is approved by the Selectmen. Gravel for base shall be 
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spread in two six (6) inch layers to a total depth of twelve (12) inches; 
after rolling each layer so placed shall be thoroughly watered and 
rolled true to lines and grades, with a roller weighing not less than 
twelve tons. Any depressions that appear during or after the rolling 
shall be filled with gravel and be rerolled until the surface is true and 
even. The completed gravel base shall be treated for the full width 
of the roadway with one application of T-3 at the rate of % of a 
gallon per square yard, and covered with sand, evenly distributed. 
After being subjected to the action of traffic for thirty (30) days, or 
less, at the direction of the Selectmen, a second application of T5 at 
the rate of 14 of a gallon per square yard shall be used as a sealing 
course, covered with sand evenly distributed, 


D. SIDEWALKS 


1. There shall be a sidewalk with a width of five (5) feet on each 
side of the street. 


2. Preparation—All materials shall be removed for the full 
width of the sidewalk to subgrade ten (10) inches below the finished 
grade as shown on cross-section plan; and also all soft spots and other 
undesirable material below such sub-grade shall be replaced witha good 
binding material and rolled. This excavated area then shall be filled 
with eight (8) inches of a good quality gravel containing some binding 
material, and rolled with a % inch to the foot pitch towards the gutter. 


3. Surface—Forms shall be set to grade, filled with two (2) inches 
of asphaltic concrete, and rolled; provided, however, that if a grano- 
lithic surface is desired, specifications of the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Public Works shall be complied with. 


E. PLANTING SPACE 


1. When a sidewalk is required, a planting space three (3) feet 
in width shall be placed between the sidewalk and roadway curbline 
as designated on the cross-section plan. 


2. There shall be not less than six (6) inches of good quality 
loam seeded with lawn grass seed and rolled, the quality and quantity 
of the seed to be determined by the Selectmen. 


F. SLOPES 


The area in back of the sidewalk shall be sloped at the rate of 
two to one, 2 feet horizontally to 1 foot vertically to a point where it 
precisely coincides with the surrounding ground or the abutters’ lawns. 
Six inches of loam shall be the minimum cover on all slopes. Slopes 
shall be seeded and rolled in the same manner as the “‘Planting Space.” 


The Board suggests that the Owner consider planting trees on 
the lot instead of in the Planting Space. 
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G. STREET SIGNS 


The developer shall furnish and erect necessary street signs to 
designate the name of each street in his development, said signs to 
conform with those used by the Town. 


Nothing in the By-Laws shall be construed to be in conflict with

March 12, 1953 


Your Committee has met with professional Traffic Engineers, and 
with officials of neighboring towns, including Selectmen, Police Chiefs, 
Merchants, Chamber of Commerce Officials, and members of the 
public. 


After extensive investigation it becomes apparent that our major 
problem is lack of adequate parking space, which we believe can be 
solved only through the creation of Off-Street Facilities in conjunction 
with other measures. 


Our observations in other communities have convinced us that 
Parking Meter Funds, properly directed, will provide these Off-Street 
Facilities. 


Your Committee is presently studying several courses of further 
action. We plan to present to the Townspeople of Franklin, a compre- 
hensive report of this problem at some early date.

| These boundaries shall be reviewed, and if need be, wholly or 
I:partly revised, by the selectmen in December, once in five years, or 
1 in December of any year when directed by a vote of the preceding an- 
j'nual meeting of the town. 


Precinct Boundaries Publicized 


| Section 5. Within 10 days after any establishment or revision of 
| precincts, the selectmen shall file a report of their doings with the 
| town clerk, the registrars of voters and the assessors, with a map 
}:or maps or description of the precincts and the names and residences 
lof the registered voters therein. The selectmen shall also cause to 
| be posted in the town hall a map or maps or description of the pre- 
| cincts as established or revised from time to time with the names and 
l'residences of the registered voters therein; and they shall also cause to 
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be posted in at least one public place in each precinct a map or | 


description of that precinct, with the names and residences of the 
registered voters therein. The division of the town into voting pre- 
cincts and any revision of such precincts shall take effect upon the 
date of the filing of the report thereof by the selectmen with the town 
clerk. Whenever the precincts are established or revised, the town 
clerk shall forthwith give written notice thereof to the state secretary, 
stating the number and designation of the precincts, 


Elections 


Section 6. Meetings of the registered voters of the several pre- 
cincts for elections, for primaries, and for voting upon any question 
to be submitted to all the registered voters of the town, shall be held 
on the same day and at the same hour and at such place or places 
within the town as the selectmen shall in the warrant for such meeting 
direct. The provisions of Chapter fifty to fifty-six, inclusive, of the 
General laws relating\to precinct voting at elections, so far as the 
same are not inconsistent with this act, shall apply to all elections and 
primaries in the town upon the establishment of voting precincts as 
hereinbefore provided. 


Precinct Representation 


Section 7. Each precinct shall be represented in the representa- 
tive town meeting by elected representatives the number of which 


shall bear the same proportion to the total elected membership as the | 


number of registered voters in the precinct bears to the total number 


of registered voters in the town as nearly as may be but no precinct | 


shall be represented by more than 15 elected members nor less than — 


six. The number and size of precincts shall be such that the number 
of elected representatives shall not exceed one for each 50 voters or 
fraction thereof, and the total elected membership shall not exceed 240. 


Nomination 


Section 8. Nomination of candidates for town meeting members, 
to be elected under this act, shall be from among the registered voters 
of the precinct. Nomination papers shall bear no political designation, 
shall be signed by not less than 10 registered voters of the precinct in 
which the candidate resides, and shall be filed with the town clerk 
on the same day that nomination papers of candidates for other town 
offices must be filed. Any town meeting member may become a can- 
didate for re-election by giving written notice thereof to the town 
clerk on or before the last day for filing nomination papers. The words 
“candidate for re-election” must be printed on the ballot opposite the 
names of such candidates. 
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No nomination papers shall be valid in respect to any candidate 
unless his written acceptance is endorsed thereon or attached thereto. 


Election and Terms of Representative Town Meeting Members 


Section 9. The representative town meeting members, whose 
number shall have been determined as provided in this act shall be 
elected by ballot by the registered voters in every precinct at the 
first annual town election following the establishment or revision of 
such precinct in conformity with the laws relative to elections not in- 
consistent with this act. 


The first third, in the order of votes received, of members so 
elected shall serve three years the second third in such order shall 
serve two years, and the remaining third, in such order shall serve one 
year from the first day of the annual town meeting. In case of a tie 
vote affecting the division into thirds, the members elected from the 
precinct shall by ballot determine the same. 


Thereafter, except as is otherwise provided herein, at each annual 
town election the registered voters of each precinct shall similarly 
elect for the term of three years one third of the number of town 
meeting representatives to which such precinct is entitled; and shall 
at such election fill for the unexpired term or terms any vacancy or 
vacancies then existing in the number of elected town meeting mem- 
bers in such precinct. The terms of office of all town me¢ting repre- 
sentatives from every revised precinct shall cease upon the election of 
their successors at the first annual town election after revision. 


The town clerk shall, after election of town meeting members, 
forthwith notify by mail each such member of his election. 


Vacancies 


Section 10. In the event of any vacancy in the full number of 
elected town meeting members from any precinct the remaining elected 
members of the precinct may choose from among the registered voters 
thereof a successor to serve until the next annual election. The town 
clerk may, and upon a petition therefor signed by not less than one- 
third of the elected town meeting members from the precinct shall 
call a special meeting of the remaining members from sucn precinct 
for the purpose of filling such vacancy and mail notice thereof to each 
member from the precinct specifying the object and the time and 
place of such meeting which shall be held not less than four days after 
the mailing of such notice. At such meeting a majority of such mem- 
bers shall constitute a quorum and shall elect from their own number 
a chairman and a clerk. The election to fill such vacancy shall be by 
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ballot and a majority of the votes cast shall be required for a choice. 
The clerk shall forthwith file with the town clerk a certificate of 
such election together with a written acceptance by the member so 
elected who shall thereupon ke deemed elected and qualified as a 
town meeting member, subject to the right of all town meeting mem- 
bers to judge of the election and qualification of the members as set 
forth in section 14. 


Moderator 


Section 11. A moderator shall be elected by the registered voters 
of the town by ballot at each annual town election and shall serve as 
the moderator of all town meetings except as otherwise provided by 
law until his successor is elected and qualified. The moderator shall 
be a member of the town meeting. Nominations for moderator and 
his election shall be as in the case of other elective town officers, and 
any vacancy in such office may be filled by the town meeting members 
at a representative town meeting held for that purpose. If a moderator 
is absent, a moderator pro tempore may be elected by the town 
meeting members. The moderator shall be entitled to vote in case of 
a tie. 


Powers 


Section! 12. The articles in the warrant for every town meeting, 
so far as they relate to the election of the moderator, town officers, 
and town meeting members, and as herein provided, to referenda, and 
all matters to be acted upon and determined by ballot, shall be so 
acted upon and determined by the registered voters of the town at a 
meeting to be held at such time and place as shall be set forth by 
the selectmen in the warrant for the meeting. All other articles in 
the warrant for any town meeting shall be acted upon and determined 
exclusively by town meeting members at a meeting to be held at such 
time and place as shall be set forth by the selectmen in the warrant 
for the meeting, subject to the referendum provided for by section 15. 


Town Meeting 


Section 13. Any representative town meeting held under the 
provisions of this act, except as otherwise provided herein, shall be 
limited to the town meeting members elected under the provisions of 
this act. 


The town clerk shall notify the town meeting members of the 
time and place at which the representative town meetings are to be 
held, the notices to be sent by mail at least seven days before the 
meeting. 
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A majority of the town meeting members shall constitute a 
quorum for doing business; but a less number may organize temporar- 
ily and may adjourn from time to time, but no town meeting shall 
adjourn over the date of an election of town meeting members. 


All town meetings shall be public. Subject to such conditions as 
may be determined from time to time by the members of the repre- 
sentative town meeting, any registered voter of the town who is not 
a town meeting member may speak at any representative town meet- 
ing, but shall not vote. 


4 Provisions Relative to Town Meeting Members 


Section 14. The town meeting members, as aforesaid, shall be 
the judges of the election and qualifications of their members. The 
town meeting members as such shall receive no compeasation. 


A town meeting member may resign by filing a written resignation 
with the town clerk, and such resignation shall take effect on the date 
of such filing. A town meeting member who removes from the tewn 
shall cease to be a town meeting member, and a town meeting mem- 
ber who removes from the precinct from which he was elected to 
another precinct may serve only until the next annual town meeting. 


Referendum 


Section 15. No article in the warrant shall at any representative 
town meeting be finally disposed of by a vote to lay upon the table, 
indefinitely to posipone, or to take no action thereunder. 


No vote passed at any representative town meeting under any 
article in the warrant, except a vote to adjourn, or a vote authorizing 
the expenditure of less than $5000, or votes appropriating money for 
the payment of notes or bonds of the town and interest becoming due 
in the then current financial year, or votes for the temporary borrow- 
ing of money in anticipation of revenue or a vote declared by preamble 
by a 2/3 vote of the town meeting members present and voting thereon 


to be an emergency measure necessary for the immediate preservation 


of the peace, health, safety or convenience of the town shall be opera- 
tive until after the expiration of ten days, exclusive of Sundays and 


legal holidays, from the date of such vote. 


If, within said ten days a petition, signed by not less than three 
per cent of the registered voters of the town, containing their names 
and addresses as they appear on the list of registered voters, is filed 
with the selectmen asking that the question or questions involved in 
such a vote be submitted to the registered voters of the town at large, 
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then the selectmen, after the expiration of five days, shall forthwith 
call a special meeting for the sole purpose of presenting to the reg- 
istered voter at large the question or questions so involved. The 
polls shall be opened at two o’clock in the afternoon and shall be 
closed not earlier than eight o’clock in the evening, and all votes 
upon any questions so submitted shall be taken by ballot, and the 
check list shall be used in the several precinct meetings in the same 
manner as in the election of town officers. 


The questions so submitted shall be determined by a vote of the 
same proportion of voters at large voting thereon as would have 
been required by law had the question or questions been finally de- 
termined at a representative town meeting, but no action of the rep- 
resentative town meeting shall be reversed unless at least 20 per cent 
of the registered voters shall so vote. Each question so submitted 
shall be in the form of the following question which shall be placed 
upon the official ballot:—‘“Shall the town vote to approve the action 
of the representative town meeting whereby it was voted (brief de- 
scription of the substance of the vote)?” If such petition is not filed 
within said period of five days, the vote of the representative town 
meeting shall become operative and effective upon the expiration of 
said period. 


Powers of Town and Its Town Meeting Members 


Section 16. The town, after the acceptance of this act, shall 
have the capacity to act through and to be bound by its town meeting 
members, who shall, when convened from time to time as herein pro- 
vided, constitute representative town meetings; and the representative 
town meetings shall exercise exclusively, so far as will conform to 
the provisions of this act, all powers vested in the municipal corpora 
tion. Action in conformity with all provisions of law now or hereafter 
applicable to the transaction of town affairs in town meeting, shall, 
when taken by any representative town meeting in accordance with 
the provisions of this act, have the same force and effect as if such 
action had been taken in a town meeting open to all the voters of the 
town as organized and conducted before the establishment in said’ 
town of representative town meeting government. 


Certain Rights Not Abridged 


Section 17. This act shall not abridge the right of the inhabi- 
tants of the town to hold general meetings as secured to them by the 
constitution of this commonwealth; nor shall this act confer upon any 
representative town meeting in any town the power finally to com- 
mit the town to any measure affecting its municipal existence or sub- 
stantially changing its form of government without action thereon by 
the voters of the town at large using the ballot and the check list: 
therefor. 
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Submission of Act to Voters 


Section 18. This act shall be submitted to the registered voters 
of the town of Franklin for acceptance at its next annual town elec- 
tion. The vote shall be taken by ballot in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the general laws, so far as the same shall be applicable, in 
answer to the question, which shall be placed on the official ballot 
to be used in said town at said election: “Shall an act passed by the 
general court in the year 1954, entitled ‘An Act to establish in the 
town- of Franklin representative town government by limited town 
meetings’ be accepted by this town?” 


Time of Taking Effect 


Section 19. So much of this act as authorizes its submission to 
the registered voters of the town shall take effect upon its passage. 
Sections two and three shall take effect upon acceptance by a majority 
of the voters voting thereon, and the remainder shall take effect 
upon the effective date of the by-laws provided for by section three. 


Resubmission After Rejection 


Section 20. If this act is rejected by the registered voters of 
the Town of Franklin when submitted to said voters under section 18, 
it may be submitted for acceptance in like manner from time to time 
to such voters at any annual town meeting in said town within three 
years thereafter. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to transfer from the

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Thirteen Thousand Nine Hundred and Sixty Dollars ($13,- 
960.00) for extending the water main on Pleasant Street, from Miller 
‘Street, to the Norfolk line, a distance of 3490 feet of 8 inch pipe, or 
take any action relative thereto. 
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Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate, 
or appropriate from available funds the sum of $3800.00 Dollars to 
extend the water main on Grove Street, from Washington Street a 
distance of 800 feet in a northerly direction. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $14,100, or to raise by Bond issue the sum of $14,100 for the:

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Franklin: 


Your School Committee presents the following report for the 
year 1953: 


There were twenty-six meetings held during the year. Along with 
the regular work of handling complaints, suggestions, constructing the 
pudget, employing teachers, etc., a good part of the time schedule was 
devoted to study of curriculum revision, surveying and approving of 
bi ilding repairs of major importance, and attendance at meetings of 
the New England School Development Council and the Massachusetts 
Association of School Committees. 


Good citizenship tomorrow is based upon good schools today. We 
believe that we have good schools, but we believe that they can be bet- 
ter. We, as trustees of public education in our community, are striv- 
ing to make our schools better. Education deals with the future. Bet- 
ter schools will guarantee a better future for Franklin.

Our task can be summed up briefly in the following words: to pre- 
serve the culture of the past which has been found to be good and 
worth keeping, to be aware of the needs of the present, and to be 
sensitive to the trends that will develop in the future. In some mat- 
ters we must serve as historians, in others we act as prophets, and at 


all times we must be conscious of the fact that we are dealing with the 
present. 


And, so it is, in the continuous study and reorganization of our 
educational system, the school committee plays its significant role. 
Aiways accepting and appreciating what has stood the test of time, 
always seeking what will make our schools more effective, always re- 
membering that the schools belong to you, the people, always with one 
eye on the welfare of the individual child, always with the other eye 
on the welfare of the group life that is America, we strive to improve 
the schools under our trusteeship; your schools are your investment. 


School Enroliment—Upward Trend Continues 


The school enrollment as of October 1, 1953, is 1537. This shows. 
an increase of 41 over the preceding October Ist. 


The births recorded in Franklin over the past few years show a 
clear picture of what can be expected in the near future.

Children born in 1948 will enter school next September. Con- 
tinuing with the 1949, 1950, etc., figures show that we will have over 
one thousand children in the lower six grades within the next six 
years. At the present time there are 918 pupils in grades one through 
Six. 


You will note in the report of the Superintendent of Schools that 
the teacher load is once more creeping up to the point of marginal 
efficiency. More room will soon be necessary, if the present trend 
persists. Within a short time both the junior and senior high schools: 
will be overcrowded. As we look into the future, we see the need 
for additional space. 


In the field of curriculum study, we acknowledge the splendid 
progress being made in the elementary field. The study should and 


r 


must continue throughout the entire system. We must strengthen 
the existing program, and add to it. 


An opportunity for occupational education leading to constructive 
employment is an obvious necessity for the wholesome individual and 
group development. Our educational doctrines and practices should 
be concerned with the whole person rather than with his intellect 
alone. Every person needs the satisfaction of being able to do some- 
thing well—a skill commensurate with his abilities and goals. We 
hope that the future holds in store for the children of our schools, a 
stronger program of vocational education. 


The 1954 Budget 


The 1954 budget is up approximately $25,000.00, or about 8 per 
cent. The greatest increase is in the Teachers’ Salaries division, The 
increase is largely due to earned increments based upon the Teachers’ 
Salary Scale. We hope, also, and this is required by State Law, to 
add a teacher of Special Class pupils. When we find the right person 
for the position, we will inaugurate this program. 


Cost of transportation has increased the budget. We are now 
transporting over one-third of our pupils. 


Higher salaries, other than teachers’ salaries, count for additional 
increases. 


Textbooks and supplies, due to larger numbers of pupils advanc- 
ing through the grades, and due, also, to replacements and revisions, 
necessitate greater expenditures. 


The above mentioned items show an increase of approximately 
$24,000.00. The remainder of the $25,000.00 increase is distributed 
over the remaining items of the budget and, in general, is due to in- 
creased costs of operation and maintenance. 


Maintenance 


With additional funds in the budget for maintenance of school 
rroperty spread cver a period cf several years, we hope to get our 
buildings and equipment back in proper shape. During the past year, 
several major repairs and replacements were made.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
Members of the Franklin School Committee 
Gentlemen: 


It is my pleasure and privilege to submit my third annual report. 
covering the calendar year 1953. 


As we go about our work of steadily improving the schools of 
Franklin it is well to pause a moment to consider the importance of 
our work. Our schools are democracy’s chief method of transmitting to 
new generations the ideals of liberty. 


You, the people, control your schools. Your elected representa- 
tives are sensitive to the wishes of the people. The schools in any 
community are exactly what the people want them to be; they are the 
mirror to the stature and far-sightedness of the citizens of the com- 
munity. 


To know and understand the problems facing our schools; to dis- 
cuss and compromise where differences of opinion occur; to cooperate 
in carrying out the ideas of the majority—that is our democratic re- 
sponsibility. 
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We are living in a society where the power of billions of wild 
horses has been turned loose. If we really believe that the world’s 
chance for lasting peace rests upon making true democracy operative 
for all people everywhere and upon developing social intelligence to 
match man’s achievement in science and technology, our task in 
American schools is clear. In short, our task should be to help young 
people understand and practice the democratic way of life in a tech- 
nological age. 


In summarizing, using the words of Joseph K. Hart in his book, 
“The Discovery of Intelligence,” I quote, “Education is not apart from 
life; it is just the adult generation giving its own world to the new 
generation. And be sure the adult generation will not give a very 
different world from that in which itself lives. The adult generation 
cannot keep its own private evils, traditions, greeds, autocracies, shams, 
follies, and insincerities, and ask the school, working in the midst of 
these effective influences, to produce a new generation committed to 
good, to science, to altruism, to democracy, to honesty, to wisdom, and 
to sincerity. The democratic problem in education is not primarily 
a problem of training children; it is the problem of making a com- 
munity within which children cannot help growing up to be demo- 
cratic, intelligent, disciplined to freedom, reverent of the goods of life, 
and eager to share in the tasks of the age. A school cannot produce this 
result; nothing but a community can do so.”

A Trend 


Before the Gerald Murdceck Parmenter School was opened, over- 
crowded classrooms were common. With additional teachers added in 
1952 the classroom load in the elementary schools was reduced from 
34 pupils to 30 pupils. Once more the crowded classroom looms in 
the not too distant future. At present, the teacher load is 32. It has 
become necessary to redistrict the town in order to keep the classroom 
size equal. However, this is just a temporary thing. Before long it 


I] 


will be necessary to add to the Parmenter School, or build elsewhere 
in the town. The question is, ‘‘What shall we build—elementary, jun- 
ior, or senior high?” 


Curriculum Study 


The study of the elementary school curriculum has progressed fa- 
vorably during the year 1953. The Committees working on Philosophy 
and Environment have completed their tasks. The Committee on 
Evaluation has completed its work in the field of tests and measure- 
ment and has developed a new report card that will be introduced in 
the fall of 1954. 


Basic texts in reading, arithmetic, spelling, language arts, health 
studies, and music have been approved. The task of getting the new 
texts into the classrooms is now being accomplished. When the basic 
texts are complete for all grades in all subjects, we shall have more 
continunity or orderly sequence of the program of studies. This should 
make for better teaching and maximum retention by the pupils. 


Our testing program continues to aid us in our evaluation of the 
curriculum. In grade one a test of mental ability and a reading readi- 
ness test is given in the early fall. Intelligence tests, also, are given 
the pupils in grade four and grade seven. Continued improvement in 
the teaching of the basic skills has been determined by use of the 
Iowa Every-Pupil Tests of Basic Skills. These tests are used in grades 
3-9. The teachers are tabulating the results of the tests recently pre- 
sented to the pupils in grades 3-8 to determine just what major areas 
need remedial instruction. Their next step will be to revise the courses 
of study to determine what provision has been made for the develop- 
ment of these skills, and to determine whether or not, in light of these 
provisions, the pupils have done as well as may reasonably be ex- 
pected of them. 


The Stanford Achievement Tests have been used in the elementary 
grades for two years, and marked improvement has been made in the 
progress of the various subjects and grades. 


NESDEC 

For more than a year now, we have been members of the New 
England School Development Council. NESDEC, as the Council is 
known, is a voluntary and cooperative association of New England 
school systems that have joined together for study of common prob- 
lems and have dedicated themselves to the constant improvement of 
public education.

Miss Alice L. Beane and Mrs. Marie S. Riley, and 
their assistants did an excellent job and are commended for the splen- 
did program. | 


Spring Music Festival 


All the various phases of the music program in the schools were 
emphasized in an evening program presented at a Parent-Teacher 
meeting in the High School Auditorium in May. 


Penmanship 


Because of the marked success of the Rinehart Functional Hand- 
writing System in the lower six grades, your School Committee de- 
cided to inaugurate the program in the upper six grades. Beginning 
January, 1953, the program was introduced to both Junior High School 
and Senior High School students. 


Curriculum Conference 


The second annual curriculum conference was held on May 14th 
at the Gerald Murdock Parmenter School. Nearly three hundred ele- 
mentary teachers from southern Norfolk County and southeastern 
Worcester County met at an all-day session. The theme of the confer- 
ence was “Mobilizing for Curriculum Revision.” 
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Horace Mann League 


On May 4, 1953, nearly fifty educators from many sections of the 
Commonwealth met to observe the anniversary of the birth of Horace 
Mann. Mr. Matthew J. VanLeeuwen was a guest of honor. Dr. Ernest 
R. Caverly, President of the Massachusetts Chapter of the Horace 
Mann League of America, and Mr. Howard C. Henderson, Chairman of 
the Franklin School Committee, placed a wreath at the monument 
marking the birthplace of the great educator.

The curriculum study on the seventh and eighth grade level 
is progressing favorably. Committees are working on educational 
philosophy, correlating the curriculum with environment, and evalua- 
tion of the school. Also, work on courses of study is given a good deal 
of attention. New texts in arithmetic, science, and health education 
have been purchased during the past year. 


The teachers realize the need for intensive study of junior high 
school education. The present effectiveness of the school needs to be 
determined. Miss McCabe is doing research in the field of program 
of studies, activities, and practices that are most effective in achieving 
the functions of the junior high school program. Visits by the entire 
faculty to the Wellesley Junior High School and one of the Newton 
Junior High Schools, both schools noted for their splendid programs, 
proved to be of great value. 


High School 


In September, 1953, the high school day was lengthened. The high 
school program consists of a five-period day, each period being 60 
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minutes in length. Much of the study time allotted under this schedule 
is during the class period and is conducted under the supervision of 
the subject-matter teacher. 


Survey work is being done by the high school faculty in various 
fields; such as (1) Study and definition on the supervisory program, 
(2) Study of the nature and needs of the pupils in our community, (3) 
Study of the nature of the community, (4) A statement of philosophy 
of education and of desired outcomes prepared in the light of the needs 
of the children and the nature of the community, (5) An evaluation of 
the program of studies and of courses of study, (6) Determination of 
need for increased opportunities for “Vocational Education” for boys 
and girls at the high school level, (7) Need for a student group to 
study the desirability and means of establishing a chapter of the 
National Honor Society in the Franklin High School, and several 
other problems. 


( In Conclusion 


An educational program that holds to the premise that all school 
activities and specific objectives should be closely related to the gen- 
eral aims of education, should also provide opportunity for continuous 
guidance throughout hfe. The most fundamental aim of education is 
to help people solve their problems and to fulfill their needs. Above 
all, a happy, successful childhood is essential to the development of 
citizens who face problems squarely and fearlessly. Education in a 
democracy is a lifelong process. An educational program thus envi- 
sioned builds the foundations necessary for an intelligent adult edu- 
cation.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE HIGH SCHOOL 
TO THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
Dear Sir: 


I herewith submit to you my annual report as Principal of the 
High School. 


The total enrollment of the school as of October 1st was 373 pupils, 
2 more than on the corresponding date in 1952. The following table 
illustrates the distribution of pupils: 
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Boys Girls Totals 

Seniors 40 33 73 
Juniors 35 58 93

The seventy-three graduates of the class of 1953 received their 
diplomas on the 11th of June. Of these, thirty have gone on to further 
education, seventeen to colleges, four to junior colleges, five to schools 
of nursing, and four to business or specialized schools. Six of the boys 
have entered the service of their country. These figures show that 
41 per cent of our graduates are going on to further education, a rela- 
tively high figure for our type of school. 


There were no changes in our faculty during the past year. 


Our Guidance Program, under the direction of Mrs. Gladys Tay- 
lor, has proved to be very much worth while and helpful. Both seniors 
and underclassmen have been kept constantly aware of the many op- 
portunities available to them in education and industry. 


The Machine Shop Training Program, in cooperation with the 
Thomson National Press Company, is once more available to our junior 
and senior boys. This year we have five seniors and twelve juniors 
enrolied in this program, the five seniors continuing the training which 
they started last year. Each boy has approximately four hours of 
machine shop training each week, the machines, materials, and instruc- 
tors being supplied by the Thomson Press. In addition to this actual 
machine training, these boys are now required to take a course in 
Related Work here at the school. 


In September the school day was lengthened so that we are now 
in session from 8:18 a. m. until 2:15 p. m. The schedule is arranged 
so that we have five one-hour periods each day, with part of each 
oeriod devoted to supervised study, and each class meeting four times 
a week. With the longer school day we are now able to devote more 
time to our music program. Both the Band and Glee Club meet for 
two periods each week, and we are organizing an Orchestra which 
meets one period a week, Instrumental music is one of our most dis- 
-ouraging problems. In a survey made throughout the entire school 
ast September, we found only twenty-four who had ever taken les- 
sons or had any experience with a musical instrument, exclusive of 
the piano. Of this number, five played trumpet, three the trombone, 
ive the clarinet, one the violin, and ten the drums. With such a sit- 
uation it is almost impossible to present a band of any size, or any kind 
of orchestra. It is unfortunate that more young people in Franklin do 
not get started early on private lessons on musical instruments. It 
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will be some years before the results of the school musical instrument 
training program, under Mr. Farnham, will be of any value to us in 
our high school musical organizations. 


This year for the first time in many years, we are giving mid-year 
and final examinations in the high school. We feel that these exami- 
nations will be an incentive to the students to do better work through- 
out the year, will hold their objectives in constant view, and will 


give those who are going on to college some experience in the type of © : 


examination they will be facing in their future studies. 


In our Driver Training Program we had sixteen students who re- 
ceived their licenses after completion of the course. One received the 
license before completion of the course, one completed the course but 
did not receive license, six completed the course and have not as yet 
presented themselves for examination, and two have partly completed 
the course. At the present time, due to the fact that the automobile 
insurance companies will allow a 15 per cent discount on auto insur- 
ance to those students who have completed both the driver education 
and training program, we have the unusually large enrollment of 
forty-five students. We wish to take this occasion to express our sin- 
cere thanks to the Sherman Chevrolet Company of Franklin for mak- 
ing this program possible by providing us with the dual-control car. 


The grading project and the paving of the parking area in the 
back of the school have been completed and have proved extremely 
satisfactory. We recommend, however, that the lawn be reseeded this 
spring as the extremely dry, hot summer last year killed all possibility 
of developing good turf. 


There are a few items which we feel should be purchased for the 
high school during this coming year. We need fluorescent lighting in 
seven more rooms to complete this project. We should install the regu- 
lar drafting tables in the Mechanical Drawing room. We should have 
new fire hoses and baskets in the six stations in the school provided 
for this purpose. We need more equipment and apparatus for our 
Chemistry and Physics classes. We would like another portable record 
player for classroom use, and we hope to build up a more compre- 
hensive film library for classes at the high school level. 


One of the major problems of our school is the attitude of the 
students and in many cases, the parents, towards school work. We 
cannot stress too strongly the importance of home study and regular 
attendance for the successful completion of the high school course. We 
are striving constantly to cultivate in our students good work habits 
and a real sense of responsibility. Too many of our young people are 
falling by the wayside or are doing poor school work because of their 


lack of effort and application. We would like to see a more active 


cooperation on the part of parents and pupils, and recommend that 
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parents visit the school and the teachers at any time that we are in 


session. 


In conclusion I wish to take this opportunity to thank you, the 
School Committee, the teachers, and the pupils for the fine spirit of 
cooperation and support which has made possible any success that we 
may have achieved.

HIGH SCHOOL TO THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Dear Sir: 


I herewith submit my annual report as Athletic Director of the 
Franklin High School. 


The balance on hand in the revolving Athletic Association Account 
on December 31st was $201.37, with a few small accounts still outstand- 


ing. 
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Our report this year could be a repetition of last year’s report as 
far as the finances are concerned. We had another poor year finan- 
cially, which leads us to believe that we can attract crowds only with 
a winner. A poor season’s record in basketball or football is reflected 
at the gate. But once again we will strike an optimistic note because 
the basketball team is away to a good start and every indication is that 
we will do better financially than we have in many recent years. The 
crowds love a winner and the winner brings out the crowds! 


During the past football season Natalene Tavalone was named as 
assistant football coach to Mr. Pisini. We feel that this is a move in 
the right direction. If we had the finances and the man power, we 
could institute a full scale freshman football program which would 
help in later years the development of the varsity teams. Many of 
the schools today carry on an extensive freshman and junior high 
school program. We must build in this direction if we hope to com- 
pete with these teams in the future. 


This year for the first time in many years we are sending out our 
football equipment to be reconditioned. Last year we had our shoes 
rebuilt and the results were most satisfactory. This year we plan to 
have more of the equipment done. You will notice that this is going 
to take a large percentage of our appropriation, but we think it will 
prove to be money well spent.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL 


TO THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Dear Sir: 


I herewith submit to you my annual report as Principal of the 
Junior High School. 


Mrs, Ruth Parker joined our faculty as teacher of mathematics 
and vocational guidance at the opening of schools in September, This 
position had formerly been held by Mr, Charles Parker, who resigned 
in June. 


The week of November 9th was National Education Week. A pro- 
gram showing some of the work we are doing in various subjects was 
presented in our assembly hall to many parents who visited our Junior 
High School. | 
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Air raid drills are being held; pupils file to their air raid shelters 
under the direction and supervision of their teachers. 


Now that we have our auditorium available again, we have been 
able to do valuable work with our audio-visual program. We have 
tried to get films that will help in our various subjects. Miss Helen 
Angell very capably operates our motion picture projector. 


Religious Education classes have been changed to the last period 
on Tuesday afternoon. Pupils from the Methodist Church and Fed- 
erated Church do not use their period for Religious Education this year. 


We started work on curriculum revision and are continuing it this 
year, In connection with our curriculum study we visited schools in 
Wellesley and Newton, 


Last April our Junior High Orchestra and a chorus took part in a 
musical program for the P.T.A. This fall our orchestra performed for 
the Rotary Club. 


The Junior Red Cross work is done by our girls’ art classes, Candy, 
tray mats, nut cups, paper napkins, and place cards were delivered 
at Cushing Veterans’ hospital in Framingham for most of the holidays. 
Since September we have been providing the veterans at the West 
Roxbury Veterans’ Hospital with gifts. The pupils in the grades in all 
buildings help with this work. 


We have purchased $680.35 in Saving Stamps from September 
1953 through December 1953. 
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This year we have a period from 1:10 p.m. to 1:30 p.m, every day 
which is used for penmanship and homeroom counseling. 


Mr. Brady states in his report, “During the past six years, the 
Industrial Arts Department at the Junior High School has made ex- 
cellent progress. The course of instruction given in both woodworking 
and mechanical drawing, I believe, is most beneficial to the future of 
the pupil. 


“In woodworking, the boys have been making many varied projects, 
such as bread boards, pin up lamps, etc. 


Recommendations: 


1. The budget for the woodworking department be increased. 


2. The budget for the mechanical drawing department be in- 
creased. 


Rising costs and dwindling supplies make these recommenda- 
tions necessary. Also this increase would help to purchase new 
machinery. 


3. A Printing Shop be made part of the regular shop program.” 


Last summer we had some badly needed repair work done in our 
building, but we still need more. We especially need new lights. 
We have two rooms equipped with fluorescent lighting. We hope we 
will have the other rooms equipped next summer.

It is gratifying to note that most parents cooperate in that, when 
they receive a notice from school about a defect found by the doctor, 
or a failure in a vision or hearing test, they take their child to a doc- 
tor or dentist or oculist as the case may be, and the child by receiving 
the necessary treatment is, of course, greatly benefited. This is the 
trend today in the majority of cases. 


One point which we stress in school, and think should perhaps 
have more attention, is to keep the child at home when he or she has 
a cold, or does not feel well, particularly headache and sore throat. 
So many of the contagious diseases do start with a cold, sore throat 
and headache, that it is wise for the child’s sake, and also for the many 
other children with whom they come in contact in bus and school, to 
have them remain at home for a day or so until the illness is recog- 
nized. This, we ask, and wish that all parents would heed. 


Without the cooperation of everyone—Teachers, Parents, Superin- 
tendent, School Committee etc.—the Health Program would be at a 
sad loss, and I feel we do have very fine cooperation.

Dear Sir: 


I hereby submit my twenty-first annual report as Supervisor of 
Physical Education in the Elementary Schools and Directors of Girls’ 
Physical and Health Education in the High School. 


The Elementary Schools schedule is covered on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays, while on Mondays and Wednesdays I am in the High School 
for Girls’ Physical Education and on Fridays for Health Education for 
the Junior girls in the High School. 


The Elementary School program is carried on out of doors when- 
ever the weather permits in the fall and spring. The Elementary 
Schools program covers the following: The first two grades—rhythms, 
story plays, singing games, dances and group games; the third, fourth, 
fifth and sixth grade program includes—rhythms, mimetics, stunts, 
tumbling, pyramids, square and round dances, group games, relays, and 
games of higher organization. 


In the High School the program is arranged seasonally. In the 
fall the activities are carried on out of doors and include the following 
sports: fundamentals of field hockey, archery, horseshoes, and finally 
the actual playing of the game of field hockey. In the winter months 
the program includes the following: marching tactics, posture and 
rhythmical exercises, tap, ballroom, square and round dancing, stunts 
and pyramids, relays, group games, and team, dual, and individual 
sports. The intra-mural program in the fall covers field hockey and 
volleyball. In the winter the sports are basketball and badminton, and 
in the spring, softball. The Senior, Junior and Sophomore girls play 
a few basketball games with other schools thus affording them oppor- 
tunity to meet and compete with other girls other than in their own 
school. We have continued with our student leadership as it has 
proved its value after using it for the first time last year. 


I have a Bridgewater Senior practice teaching under me at the 
present time. 


Last June we held our second Field Day, put on by the Elementary 
Schools, in which every child took part. The success of this Field Day 
must be given to the Elementary teachers, the supervisors, principals 
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of the buildings, the Superintendent of Schools, Mr. William Garner of 
Dean Academy, who so willingly allowed us to use Grant Field. Also 
to Grant Longley, Robert Bell and his staff for their cooperation. 
The program included work taught throughout the year. 


My recommendations are as follows: 


1. Ancther Physical Education instructor for the ever growing 
Elementary Schools and to assist and set up a Health and Physical 
Education program for the girls in the Junior High School. 


2. Seeding of the area to the rear of the High School which was 
leveled off last Spring, but so rocky and dusty it was impossible to 
play field hockey there. 


3. With the addition of another Physical Education instructor, the 
segregating of boys and girls in their physical education classes from 
grades four through six.

REPORT OF THE PHYSICAL DIRECTOR FOR BOYS IN THE 
HIGH AND JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOLS TO THE SUPERIN- 
TENDENT OF SCHOOLS 

Dear Sir: 


I herewith submit to you my report as Physical Director at the 
Junior and Senior High Schools. 


In the fall of the year the boys at Junior High School are taught 
football fundamentals, such as offensive and defensive line stance, pull- 
ing out of the line, and offensive and defensive line blocking. Centers 
are shown how to grip and pass the ball back. Ends are shown how to 
run for a pass, emphasizing faking and cutting. Backfield men are 
shown their offensive stances and how to punt and throw a football. 
After the fundamentals have been shown and reviewed, then the boys 
select teams and compete against each other in tag football. 


During the winter months our classes are held in our gym room. 
Here again it is a matter of fundamentals, this time in basketball. The 
boys are shown how to hold and shoot a basketball, how to dribble, 
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how to come to a quick stop, how to follow-up shots and are taught 
the game in general. We then play basketball with three-man teams, 
each having their share of the time. We also play volleyball and 
different relays. 


In the spring we turn to baseball. Here again fundamentals such 
as throwing, catching, hitting and bunting are taught. We then elect 
teams and they play against each other. 


At the high school in the fall we review football fundamentals 
and play tag football. We also have some track. 


In the winter we are in the gym where part of each period is spent 
on calisthenics and the rest divided between basketball, volleyball, 
tumbling, apparatus work, relays and other contests. 


In the spring we are out of doors and here the boys have much 
softball and track. 


I would like to see in Junior High School a coach for all sports 
so that the boys would receive more coaching and experience. They 
should have their own varsity schedule, competing against. other 
schools in the district. I would also like to see a freshman football 
and baseball team coached by someone other than the varsity coach. 
I would also like to see a Junior varsity football team with their own 
schedule of about six games played on Monday afternoons and coached, 
of course, by the varsity coach. You will notice that here at high 
school no mention has been made about basketball, the reason being 
that their sport is being run in the ideal manner, a freshman team, a 
junior varsity team and a varsity team. Why one and not all?

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF ART IN THE FRANKLIN 
SCHOOLS TO THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
(Dear Sir: 


I am submitting herewith my second annual report on Art in the 
Franklin Schools. 


Art is an essential area of school experience for all children be- 
cause Art provides a way of developing the whole child, not merely 
his mental and verbal capacities. The child’s varying capacities and 
uneven rate of development are factors in the selection of Art expe- 
riences and, therefore, the activities are kept flexible. Although some 
of the children may seldom make a “finished” product, they are not 
made to feel inadequate. 


To the adult, the shapes, colors, proportions etc. may not be very 
realistic, but to the child the things he draws and the way he forms 
them are what he considers important. Again, I wish to appeal to the 
parents and ask them not to look at their child’s work with adult eyes 
but to try to see with their child’s eyes. If a parent judges by the 
adult standards of realism and ridicules his child’s work, that child 
may be so discouraged that it will take some time to recover confi- 
dence in his own ability. 


In the grades, Art includes drawing, painting, poster making, con- 
structing with cut paper, designing, exploring with various materials 
and carving soap. Soap sculpture was attempted in the sixth grades 
with great success. Painting with powdered easel paint was intro- 
duced in the first and second grades as easel-paint, easel-brushes and 
easel-pads have been placed in the grades. It is hoped that at least 
eleven double easels will be made or purchased for these rooms, Clay 
modeling should also be made available in the grades. More water- 
color sets and brushes were purchased for the fourth and fifth grades. 


Last year because the Art supervisor was placed on a full week 
basis the Art periods were lengthened out and, with the exception of 
one fifth grade, the fifth and sixth grades were visited every week. It 
is regrettable that the first four grades are visited only every other 
week and some of the periods are rather short. 


In the Junior High School, the girls’ Art classes consist of Junior 
Red Cross work—including drawing, painting, color, design and paper 
construction (Junior Red Cross work is also done from the third grade 
up)—a Patriotic Poster Contest sponsored by the Veterans of For- 
eign Wars, water-color and crayon work. This year the girls entered 
the Kellogg’s Corn Flakes Ad Contest and their ads were shipped to 
Michigan in December. 
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Art in the High School is held once a week and because of the 
Rotation Plan the classes were lengthened to one hour. Work consists 
of posters, pen and pencil techniques, metal-foil modeling, drawing and 
painting. Water-color techniques were stressed the first four months 
and the reults were gratifying. 


Art rooms should have sinks with hot and cold water and adequate 
space for storing materials and students’ work. I recommend that 
sinks be placed in both the Junior and Senior Art rooms and sufficient 
storage space be made available. 


All the teachers, the principals and the superintendent have beexz 
very cooperative and I wish to express my appreciation.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF THE ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS 


TO THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Dear Sir: 


I herewith submit the report of the Supervisor of Elementary Edu- 
cation in the Franklin schools for the year 1953. 


Since September, I have given Reading Readiness and Mental 
Ability tests to all the first grade children in Franklin. I have spent 
ten hours each week visiting and observing the teachers in Grades one 
through six. 


Iowa Basic Skills tests have been given in grades three through 
nine, and in specific instances, Instructional Reading and Diagnostic 
Arithmetic tests as well. These devices, along with a study of the 
Curriculum by the teachers, and a tabulation of the trends in the 
necessary skills, are aiding us in improving our courses of study. Self- 
evaluation, by means of the Elementary Evaluative Criteria, which 
will begin in February, will be another aid in strengthening our school 
system. 
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I should like to recommend a prescribed course of study in Phonics 
in grades one through six, using a phonics textbook and teacher’s guide. 
We also need an organized Visual Aids program and, to supplement 
the equipment we now have, the addition of a tape recorder, a motion 
picture machine, and a duplicator in each building.

REPORT OF THE RINEHART HANDWRITING SYSTEM TO 
THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Dear Sir: 


I am pleased to submit the following report on the operation of 
the handwriting program in the Franklin schools for the school year 
1952-1953. 


In the initial handwriting tests administered to your elementary 
pupils in November 1951, 27.5% received a grade of “‘A” (Excellent); 
27.5% received a grade of “B” (Good); and 45% scored less than “B”. 
In the tests administered in June 1953, 77.4% of your pupils received 
a grade of “‘A”; 12.2% received a score of ‘“B”’; and 10.2% scored less 
thane. 


In the initial handwriting tests administered to your junior high 
school students in January 1953, 28.3% received a grade of “A”; 30.5% 
received a grade of “B”; and 41.2% scored less than “B’’. In the tests 
administered in June 1953, 55.5% received a score of “A”; 19.9% 
scored “B”; and 24.6% scored less than “B.”’ 


In the initial tests administered to your high school students in 
January 1953, 47% of the pupils were satisfactory. In June 1953, 59% 
of the students were satisfactory. 


Handwriting certificates were awarded to 93% of your junior 
high school students and to 86% of your high school students. 


During the school year we graded approximately 10,500 formal 
and 25,500 informal handwriting samples for your pupils. A formal 
test was administered monthly and a report was furnished each teacher 
giving a careful diagnosis of the handwriting of each pupil in the 
room. 
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We furnished the following instructional materials: monthly 
teachers’ outlines, folders for teachers, pupil folder outlines, room mo- 
tivation certificates, handedness tests, individual handwriting certifi- 
cates to pupils who qualified graphs, monthly and term envelopes, 
seals, etc. 


My supervisors join with me in expressing our appreciation for the 
splendid cooperation we have received from you and your teachers 
at all times. We are very pleased with the results obtained in your 
schools.

The second term of the 1952-1953 courses in the Evening Prac- 
tical Arts for Adults began on January 5, 1953, and ended on March 26, 
with a continuation of all classes held in the fall of 1953. 


The annual exhibition was held in the lecture room of the library 
Saturday afternoon and evening of March 28 and again, as in previous 
years, hundreds of interested spectators were on hand to see and ad- 
mire the work turned out by the 120 people enrolled in the classes. 


A group of men and women who had taken lessons in oil painting 
for the same twenty lessons as the E.P.A. groups, and who had met 
in the children’s room of the library, put their paintings on exhibition 
at the same time and this brought added interest to the whole showing 
of crafts. 


This group has now moved to a room in the High School where 
there is better light and more room. This has eased somewhat the
